Excellent Racing. 



New Comer Gives Colonel Ba,ker 
a Hard Battle — Favorites and 
Second Choices Win.

LATONIA. Ky., June 12. — The three-quar- 
ters purse run as the fifth race produced a 
thrilling finish after a spirited duel between 
Colonel Baker and James F. O'Hara. The 
latter was an unknown quantity and was 
denied the privilege of starting at Louisville 
on account of being entered as Sir William. 
The mixup in names haul evidently been 
straightened out, for he ran in the name of 
James F. O'Hara and was carded as a 
bay colt. 4, by Uncle — Saintolat. He showed 
fine speed and in company with Colonel 
Baker showed the way to the others. Colonel 
Baker and James F. O’Hara continued their 
spirited battle all through the stretch and 
it was only in the last stride that W. Pool 
managed to get the Brannon starter slightly 
in front. Ararat finished in third place. 

Backers of favorites and second choices 
had a field day this afternoon and were 
successful in nearly every dash in select- 
ing the right one. The racing offering was 
a fairly good one, well matched starters go- 
ing to the post in the different races. With 
the exception of the sixth race, in which 
seven went to the post, eight starters were 
in each of the other races. An absence of 
feature did not reduce the attendanec to any 
appreciable extent, neither did the intense 
heat. Betting also was heavy. 

The public continued in its stride when it 
selected Jack Bauer as the likely one to 
capture the purse in the second race. He 
did, and led for the entire distance from a 
fast send-off. Banner Bearer and Rustem 
fighting it out hard for second place. 

SPORTSMAN IN FAVOR. 

Those who recalled the bad racing luck 
that Sportsman had in his previous race 
profited, for they supported him again to- 
day and he made good in easy style in the 
third race, Alameda Girl beating Oo La La 
home. There must have been many in the 
big crowd who remembered Sportsman’s 
previous bad racing luck, for he ruled the 
favorite. 

Wayward Lady, which has been racing 
consistently in her starts here, but on each 
occasion has been beaten by a small mar- 
gin, ran to her best form in the opening dash 
and with a break of the racing luck in her 
favor had little difficulty in showing the way 
for the entire way, but W. Pool would not 
take any chances in the stretch and rode 
her out. Lina Clark and Ashland divided 
the shorter portions of the purse. Wayward 
Lady hud a big call in the betting and was 
at odds -on. 

Korbly seemed to outclass those he met 
in the fourth race and absorbed nearly all 
the betting attention, ruling as a result at 
odds-on. He justified it. for he led from the 
start and was under slight restraint through- 
out. Red Legs finishing in second place and 
Twinkle Blue third. 

Jockey E. Martin rode his second winner 
of the afternoon when he guided Ten Sixty 
home in the sixth race. This filly ran as if 
best, scurried into the lead promptly and 
held her opposition safe in the stretch. 
Dearie from a fast beginning and saving 
much ground on the turns outstayed Pav- 
lowa. The latter was running gamely at the 
end after making a slow beginning. She was 
the first favorite of the afternoon to meet 
defeat. 

JOCKEY E. MARTIN IN LIMELIGHT. 

Again jockey E. Martin got in the lime- 
light when he brought Padua home in the 
final dash, beating Countess and Dr. Rae. 
It marked a long time since E. Martin has 
been astride three winners on any one after- 
noon. His success was mainly due to the 
great scarcity of riders in this neck of the 
woods. 

Padua was claimed out of the last race by 
E. E. Mooar, who was represented by Chin- 
nie Walsh, for $1,900. 

Marshall Brothers’ Our Dear while at ex- 
ercise this morning fell and broke her leg, 
enforcing her destruction. 

Nineteen entries for the $10,000 Kentucky 
Special, which is scheduled to be run on 
June 24 at the local track, had been received 
late this afternoon. There is a possibility 
that there are a few more in the mails en 
route here. Nominations for this event close 
tonight at midnight. The horses named for 
it include Morvich, Pillory, Snob II., Thibo- 
daux.

MONTREAL, Que., June 12.— It was a 
typical off-day at Blue Bonnets this after- 
noon and a decided change to wintry weather 
conditions kept the attendance down to 
small numbers. Rains which visited this 
section yesterday and this morning turned 
| the track into a sea of mud. which gave the 
pronounced mud runners an opportunity to 
display their wares. Well-balanced fields 
started in each race and the sport was of a 
spirited order throughout the afternoon, the 
majority of the winners earning their ver- 
dicts by small margins after hard stretch 
drives. 

The carded feature was the Outremont 
Handicap, a dash of a mile, wljch brought 
out a field of four of the best of the after- 
noon. The finish was a stirring one in which 
A. Swinke's The Lamb lasted long enough 
to earn the verdict from Fair Gain. Tne 
winner was ridden by H. Gregory and drew 
away Into a long lead during the early stages 
which stood him in good stead at the end, 
for Fair Gain was finishing fast. Herron was 
third, beaten by a wide margin, while Mode 
was a poor fourth. The Lamb went to the 
front shortly after the start, while Fair 
Gain and Herron were racing along under re- 
straint. There was no change in the posi- 
tions until the stretch was reached, where 
Fair Gain moved and gradually was over- 
taking the leaders. The advantage secured 
by The Lamb was too great a handicap and 
he just failed to get up. 

Another close finish came with the running 
of the sixth race, which was a dash of a 
mile, when Miles S. defeated Evelyn White. 
The winner was ridden by Turner and was 
a forward factor the entire way. Evelyn 
White came with a rush through the stretch, 
but could not get through on the inside when 
Miles S. bore over. Responding gamely to 
punishment she was going fast at the finish. 
Jewell V. D. was a tiring third. 

Six two-year-olds met in the opening dash 
and B. Harding's Elizabeth Bean was re- 
turned the winner after a hard drive. Delu- 
sive and Arendal finishing second and third, 
respectively. The winner was ridden by Mc- 
Taggart and was in front throughout, but 
went wide rounding the far turn and had to 
be vigorously ridden to retain the advantage. 
Arendal and Racket were the ones to race in 
closest pursuit, but the latter bore out con- 
siderably at the turn while Delusive came 
through next to the inside rail and nosed 
out Arendal for second honors.

NEW YORK, N. Y., June 12.— The West- 
chester Racing Association featured the Har- 
lem Selling Stakes as the principal attrac- 
tion of the Monday program at Belmont 
Park. This was the twenty-third running of 
this stake race and perhaps never before in 
its history did it furnish a more thrilling 
contest than that witnessed this afternoon. 

The presence of the Raneocas’ Lord Brigh- 
ton among the five starters seemed to fore- 
cast an easy victory for the Hildreth color 
bearer, so much so that he was backed into 
odds-on favoritism, although at post time a 
heavy plunge centered on Pilgrim. 

Tufter was the early pacemaker and ran 
well, but tired badly entering the stretch, 
where Lord Brighton assumed the lead and 
the race appeared to be over. Such was not 
the case and before the spectators coulJ 
realize it the Raneocas representative sud- 
denly quit and Ralco rushed by him until 
to be passed in turn by Pilgrim. 

The latter had raced in the rear through- 
out under restraint and not until the last 
eighth did he make a move. Once released 
from restraint it required only a few giant 
strides before he was at the leader’s heels 
and then in a few more lie was in front 
drawing clear and winning by a safe mar- 
gin. It was an unexpected but nevertheless 
a well-earned victory. Ralco was second 
and Tangerine third, with the favorite. Lord 
Brighton, bringing up the rear. 

QUEEN’S HANDICAP GOOD CONTEST. 

Offered as the supplementary attraction of 
the day, the Queen’s Handicap at one mila 
provided pleasing entertainment and keen 
satisfaction as the favorite. Chateau Thierry, 
dashed home victor by a safe margin from 
Polly Ann. with Elected II. in third place. 

xt was the latter that essayed to set the 
pace, with Polly Ann attending. At a right 
fast clip they showed the way, while Master 
Sande kept a restraining hold on Chateau 
Thierry, but always within striking distance. 

Not until well within the stretch did Sande 
permit the French-bred to go on, but when 
he did call on her the daughter of Ecouen 
responded with an irresistible rush that 
carried her clear of tne others and there she 
stayed to win by a length and a half, while 
Polly Ann early displaced the tiring but 
game Elected II. 

Jockey Earl Sande was an important factor 
in the success of Sea Mint in the three- 
quarters dash over the main course that be- 
gan the afternoon’s sport. It was the Ran- 
cocas jockey's vigorous riding that kept Sea. 
Mint in front of his ten opponents after he 
took the lead on the far turn and enabled 
him to score by a length from the three- 
year-old Bud Fisher, with Cahalan a close 
third. 

CAHALAN IN CLOSE QCARTETIS. 

Chewink was the early pacemaker, but 
gave way readily enough in the last eight it 
when the real racing began. Bud Fisher 
did not get going well until reaching the 
stretch, but from there on he was a dan- 
gerous factor, although he was fortunate in 
catching Cahalan in close quarters in the 
final sixteenth, which enabled him to get 
up for second place in the final stride. Had 
Cahalan avoided the crowding he encountered 
on the far turn and near the finish a differ- 
ent story might have been told, as he was 
dangerous at all stages. 

Trainer Ernest Ileider introduced to pa- 
trons of the cross-country sport a jumper of 
redoubtable quality in A. J. Davis’ Ards, th# 
English-bred son of Marajax— Natia, which 
beat such a good timber topper as the vet- 
eran Syosset and beat him with all ease. 

Ards made his American debut in the 
about two miles steeplechase, the second 
race on today’s program, and, displaying ex- 
cellent speed, jumped faultlessly throughout, 
to win in the easiest possible manner four 
lengths in advance of the old Greentree 
Stable favorite. The latter raced as of old, 
but could never overhaul the Englishman. 

The Greentree Stable's Letterman wras held 
to have the mile race, run as the fifth, at his 
mercy. Accordingly he was heavily backed, 
although the Whitney filly Prudish was not 
overlooked. Neither won, the victor coming 
from the stable of W. It. Coe in the Ballot 
colt Master Hand, with Charlie Fairbrother 
in the saddle. 

Venizelos, about which there was a hot 
tip, rushed away into the lead with the rise 
of the barrier and made the favorite hustle 
to keep up with him. In fact Letterman's 
effort to measure strides with the pacemaker 
proved his undoing, for when Master Hand.

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OMAHA RACING FLOURISHES 

Meeting Conducted by Ak-Sar-Ben Exhibition 
Co. Proving Big Success. 

OMAHA. Neb., June 12. — The bumper 
crowd which was on hand at the Ak-Sar- 
Ben track on opening day to greet the re- 
turn of the thoroughbred to this section of 
the country gave striking evidence of the 
popularity of the sport here. 

Racing is firmly entrenched in Nebraska 
and the good people of Omaha who are fos- 
tering the present meeting are elated with 
the attendance so far. Indeed the success 
of the meeting up to date has spurred them 
on to greater efforts and even at this time 
it is known that the purses at the next meet- 
ing will be increased. 

The Ak-Sar-Ben plant is a model of ap- 
pointment. Its massive grandstand, built of 
steel and concrete, seats comfortably 10,000. 
The mile course is a splendid one. It is a 
trifle slow at present, but track superin- 
tendent James Ronin is working it diligently 
and it promises to be fast in the future. 
Horsemen are highly pleased with the stable 
accommodations. The majority of the barns 
are inclosed, so that horses can be cooled 
out inside during inclement weather. The 
stalls are large and roomy and nothing has 
been left ovt to make the visiting horsemen 
comfortable. 

Arthur McKnight, who is presiding at the 
barrier, is sending them off in faultless 
fashion. He has had large fields to contend 
with, which have contained many "bush 
horses” that heretofore had never seen a 
barrier. Despite this handicap McKnight has 
effected many good starts with but short de- 
lays at the post. His woik really has been 
one of the pleasing features of the meeting. 

TETEBAS JOCKEY SINGLETON. 

The Ak-Sar-Ben boasts of the riding serv- 
ices of the oldest jockey in America in point 
of saddle service. This is Johnny Singleton, 
who recently celebrated his forty-fifth birth- 
day. Singleton acknowledges that he has 
devoted twenty -seven years of his life to the 
colors and modestly claims to have ridden 
over 1,600 winners. Many of these were 
gained on “bush” tracks, but nevertheless 
they were winners. The veteran pilot still 
rides a good race, as was attested recently 
when he scored with Woodie Montgomery at 
a mile. The son of First Chip had 122 pounds 
in the saddle, but under the riding of this 
old man he managed to outlast his opponents 
in the final drive. 

B. A. Jones, the popular Missouri breeder, 
made an auspicious beginning here when 
his Mark Denunzio and Money earned 
brackets on the opening day. Subsequently 
Money met Motor Cop, Ikey T., Rifle and 
Sedan in the Ak-Sar-Ben Queen's Plate, at 
three-quarters, and despite carrying 118 
pounds the infirm but game plater gave the 
Irwin sprinters a sound beating. Money 
had been entered for $400 in his first ap- 
pearance here and luckily his owner got 
away with it. When the handsome bay geld- 
ing romped home in the stake, earning $1,200 
of it, those who had run against him on Sat- 
urday must have realized what a bargain 
they had allowed to slip through their fingers. 
Money's win on Wednesday marked the 
eighth success out of ten starts that the 
Jones horses have accomplished. 

C. B. Irwin, who has twenty head of 
horses in training here, intends shipping his 
entire string to Reno, Nev. They will be 
raced at the Reno meeting, which com- 
cences on June 14 and runs for twenty-five 
or more days. Others who will invade the 
gem city of Nevada are Lee Erb, Z. E. Mc- 
Gregor, F. Irwin and W. Maltby. 

Bill Dondas, who is in charge of the 
mutuel department here, has been on the 
ailing list since his arrival. Dondas arose 
from a sick bed to take charge of his duties 
on opening day. 

FIRING IRON TO LORENA MARCELLIA. 

Dr. R. E. Lovell made a hurried trip to 
B. A. Jones’ breeding farm at Parnell, Mo., { 
where he put the firing irons to one of 
Lorena Marcellia's knees. The ailment 
which the crack juvenile suffered from was 
but a slight one and Dr. Lovell reports that 
she will be as sound as a new coined dollar 
when she is taken up for racing next winter. 

Nelse Updike, owner of the Omaha Bee 
and other large interests here, has purchased 
from C. B. Irwin at private sale the horses 
Phronc Ward, Buckhorn II. and Harry Rud- 
der. Updike, who is an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the running horse, had the mis- 
fortune to lose Harry Rudder via the claim- 
ing route the first time he sent him to the 
post in his colors. 

The Rotary Club was the host to six 
jockeys at the Fontenelle Wednesday when 
they entertained at luncheon B. Scheffel, G. 
Urj'. E. Barham. J. Gruber. J. Singleton and 
H. Lunsford. The boys attended the repast 
in full riding costume and were given a 
rousing reception as they were escorted to 
their table. 

R. Espenshade, an apprentice rider, 
scored his initial saddle success of his short 
career on Saturday when he managed to 
make Dolph last it out to win by a nose 
from Mildred, ridden by F. Wilson. The 
diminutive lad put up a particularly strong

Racing in England and France Is for the 
masses, says Jack Dempsey, champion boxer 
of the world, who only recently returned j 
from abroad, where he had the pleasure of j 
witnessing how the sport is conducted in j 
Europe. Here is what he says : 

“Longchamps is one of the prettiest places 1 
I have ever seen in my life. They tell me it is j 
far and away the finest race course in the | 
world, and I can well believe it. 

‘‘It is practically right in the city. We] 
got there after a few minutes’ taxi ride ! 
through a great park. What struck me was | 
the big crowd. They tell me there must have | 
been close to 100,000 people there, and this 
on Sunday. 

"In France and in England they put racing 
in reach of the masses. The price of admis- 
sion is very low and everybody goes, whereas 
in America the admission to the race tracks 
Is so high nowadays that a poor chap cannot 
attend very often. 

*T suppose the fact that racing is the 
people's amusement in France and England • 
Is responsible for there never being any ngi- j 
tation against it, as in America. I saw whole 
families on the infield at Longchamps, moth- 
er, daddy and the kids, making a regular 
outing of the thing. 

“The grandstand at Longchamps is a won- 
derful affair. At a distance it looks more 
like a fine villa than anything else. The 
track is green turf and everywhere In the j 
background are green trees. What a spot 
it is ! 

“In front of the grandstand is a wide grav- 
eled promenade that they call the lawn in 
America. Between races the swells wander 
up and down this promenade. I judge their 
main idea is to be seen rather than to see.”
